2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claimsl-3 meet the requirement of PCT Article 33(2) and 33(4). 

The documentl (US 5658339A) concerns a compression hip screw plate which includes a compression plate for compressing the 
femur.The compression plate has more than one hole on its surface.and fixing elements for fixing the plate on the surface of the femur 
extend through these holes respectively.The plate also includes an enhancing bone screw which extends through the plate and the 
femur.A centre bone screw is provided, one end of which is screwed with the enhancing bone screw and the other end of which 
protrudes out the neck of the femur. 

The difference between claimland documentl is that the former further includes a femur neck protecting device,the other end of 
the centre bone screw, at which the centre bone screw is screwed with the enhancing bone screw, is interposed into and fixed in the 
femur neck protecting device. 

The document2 (CN 2534997Y) discloses such femur neck protecting device(10).The device includes a centre bone 
screw(14).The other end of the centre bone screw is interposed into and fixed in the femur neck protecting device. 

It is obvious that the skilled person in the art combine the document 1 and 2 and consequently gain the solution of claiml.The 
combination does not create any unexpected satisfactory effectSo claiml doesn't involve an inventive step,and does not meet the 
requirement of PCT Article 33(3). 

The additional features of appendant claims 2-3 are all disclosed by document2.So they also do not meet the requirement of PCT 
Article 33(3). 
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
